Colonel Hol:is_ Secret Political

HAS NARROW ESCAPE

Steamer With 227 Passenegers
Including 21 Americans At-
tacked by Submarine

New York—The Cunard liner Ordu
na bound from Liverpool to New York
with 227 passengers, including 22
Americans, was attacked without
warning, It was learned on her urrival
here, by & German submarine on the
morning of July 9.

Twenty miles from the graveyard
of the Lusitania, off Oldhead of Kin
sale, the Orduna escaped the Lusl
tania’'s fate by half a second of time
or 10 yards of space, the German tor
pedo churning the water that distance
behind the liner's rudder. Then the
Orduna sped away, BShe was followed
by the submarine, which rose to the
surface, munned & gun on her deck
and wshelled the floeing steamer,

The attack was at 10 minutes to 6
o'clock In the morning, when all but
n few of her passengers lay sleeping
In thelr berthe, Aroused by stewards,
the passengers dressed hurriedly and
wont to the upper deek, where they
put on life belts and took thelr pikces
at the lifeboats They heard the
peream of the shells and saw he
ocoan spit up columns of water where
the shells struck

Ten minutes before the attack &
suiling  ship, with two American
flagn painted on her side, was secn
ahend. Captain Taylor became sus.
plelous of this eraft and began man-
cuvering his ship. Then came the
attack, the first warning of which
wus the streak of a torpedo which
whirled through the water and
missed the Orduna's stern by ten
yardas or thereabouts.

WILSON LIKELY TO BE
FIRM WITH GERMANY

Washington.—With the return here
Monday of President Wilson, the for
mulation of the policy to be pursued
by the United States as & consequence
of Germany's last pote on submarine
warfure was begun.

While detalls as to the course which
Is to be followed are withheld, it is
known thut both the president and Mr.
Lapsing have practically made up
thelr minds that a dofinite statement
of what the consequences of further
violation of American rights would be
should be given tw the German gov-
arnment in the next communication,
There s lHitle likelihood that there
will be auny further discussion of the
principles involved.

Hy the recent attempt to destroy the
British Huer Orduns, carrying a score
of Awerlcans on her voysge to the
United States with no munitions or
contraband, officials here feel that the
position of the United States, as glven
in its previous notes, has been materl
ally strengthened. They declare it
bears out the American econtention
that the character of & vessel, her des
Unation and cargo can be safely deter
wined only by visit und search.

MARSHALS JOIN IN ADVANCE

Ven Hindenburg and Von Mackensen
Co-operate in Move on Warsaw.
London.—From reports it Is gather

ed that the German offensive, which
pow reaches as far north as the dis.
trict of Riga, is belng heavily pressed
and that, although iu several sections
the Russians are retiring, no declsive
action has been fought so far.

In addition to the advance on Riga
there is stiff fighting on the Narew
front In northern Poland, and the ad-
vance guards have been enguged be-
tween the Vieprz and Bug rivers in
southern Poland.

Field Marshals Von Hindenburg and
Vou Mackensen are clearly acting In
cooperation fu the movement agalust
Warsaw, one advancing from the north

and west, and the other from the
southeast.
